Peres makes it official: 
Foreign post to Navon

TEL AVIV — Labour Party chair- 
man Shimon Peres made it official - 
former president Yitzhak Navon is 
the Alignment candidate for foreign 
minister. 

After weeks of rumours and sub- 
terrangan conflict in the party over 
the issue, Peres told an Ashdod 
discussion group late Monday night 
that if his party forms the next gov- 
ernment, the foreign affairs port- 
fotio will go to Navon.

Photographer Alex Liebeck was 
quoted in the daily paper as saying 
be took pictures of both Arens and 
the terrorist within one minute. 

However, Arens’ media adviser. 
Nahman Shai. told Hadushor that 
although the minister was present as 
the terrorists were brought off the 
bus after it was stormed by security 
forces, he did nat notice the condi- 
tion of the terrorists. 

Meanwhile. Ma'ariv reported 
yesterday that high-ranking IDF 
Officers were angry that the commis- 
sion placed most of the blame on the 
(DF and minimized the part played 
by General Security Service person- 
nel at the scene.

- President Hosni 
Mubarak‘s National Democratic 
Party captured more than 72 per cent 
of the vote in weekend parliament 
elections. with the centre-right New 
Wafd emerging as the unly one of 
four opposition parties with seats in 
the new assembly. according to final 
results announced yesterday.

‘State Archives’ new volume on 1948-49 reveals: 


IDF, B-G disregarded the Foreign Ministry

The [sracl Defence Forces and 
prime minister David Ben-Guridn in 
Jate 1948 went their own way, with- 
out consulting the Foreign Ministry 
about successive military opera- 
tions.

The rival wings of Agudat Yisrael 
teached agreement on a united 
Knesset list after an all-night meet- 
ing that ended early yesterday morn- 
ing. Aguda’s central committee is 
due to meet this morning to approve 
the final list, 

Under the agreement, Shlomo 
Lorincz will retire from the Knesset, 
where he has served for 23 years. 
Menabem Porush, whose retirement 
had also been demanded by the 
Rabbi of Gur. will have the second 
slot on the fist (after Avraham Sha- 
pira). 

Third on the list will be a repre- 
senlalive of Lorincz’s faction, the 
Aguda Youth. and fourth, MK 
Shmuel Halpert. Shapira and Hal- 
pert represent the hassidim, Lorincz 
and Porush represented the Lithua- 
nian yeshivot. 

The Rabbi of Gur. who heads 
Aguda’s Council of Sages and is the 
spiritual mentor of Aguda’s hassidic 
ΜΙ, reportedly softened his stand 
after Shapira said he would not run 
for re-election if the party split. 

Porush successfully resisted all de-

mands that he be the only one re- 
quired to promise to resign after 
one, or even two years. in the next 
Knesset. ᾿ 

The compromise reached was that 
the first 10 candidates on Aguda’s 
list deposit with the Council of Sages 
letters of resignation from the Knes- 
set, dated two years after the con- 
vening of the Eleventh Knesset. 

It will be the council's prerogative 
at that time to decide which of these 
letters of resignation shall be acti- 
vated.

sources added that his exact respon- 
sibilities have not been finalized. 
They report that the arrangement 
being considered would. in effect.

His new ministry might 
get as much as half of the budget 
ordinarily earmarked for the 
Foreign Ministry, the sources said. 
Eban would not comment last 
night, but he told The Jerusalem Post 
that he will call a press conference on 
Friday to make his position clear. 
Sources close to Eban told The 
Post that he is still studying the 
proposals put to him by the party and 


that an agreement has not been 
teached in full, but that one is ex- 
pected in the next few days. 

The sources further expressed sur- 
prise that Peres chose to make a 
public announcement which dealt 
only with “haif the problem,” name- 
ly the Navon appointment but failed 
to make any mention of the jobs 
planned for Eban. The sources said 
they expected a parallel statement. 
which would address itseif to both 
persons involved. 

Sources close to Peres told The 
Post, however, that he would prefer 
not to make any more statements 
regarding possible future portfolio 
allocations. He made Navon the ex- 
ception because of his No. 2 ranking. 

But Peres is reported to be under 
very heavy pressure from several 
more ministerial candidates who 
would like promises already made 
informally to them to be bolstered by 
official announcements.

WUSJS: North American students favoured here

They charged that Israeli universi- 
ties have not made sufficient effort 
to coordinate their programmes with 
Overseas university requirements 
other than those of North America. 
If the WUJS leadership fails to 


persuade university administrator 
here to make more provision for 
students from other countries, stu- 
dents from the 33 countries under 
the WUJS umbrella will organize 
petitions and mount protest demon- 
stations. 

Makovsky last night told The Jeri: 
salem Post that as a final resort 
non-American contributors to the 
universities would be contacted and 
told that it was absurd that “the 
money which they give to the univer- 
sities is kosher, but that students 
(from the same country) are not.”

Court of Civil Appeals before the 
President. Justice Meir Shamgar, 
Justice Aharon Barak and Justice 
Eliezer Goldberg in the matter of the 
Attomey General. the appellant. 
versus A.B.. the respondent. 


IN JANUARY. 1983. the respon- 
dent, A.B.. bore a soa. and four 
days later signed a consent for his 
adoption. Since there was no such 
consent by his father, he was de- 
clared adoptable by the court and 
handed over to an adoptive family 
with whom he kas since remained. A 
short while later the respondent tald 
the welfare authorities she had made 
a mistake, and in June 1983. she 
moved the District Court for leave to 
withdraw the consent. The leave was 
granted, and the Attorney-General 
appealed to the Supreme Court. ἡ 

In giving the first judgement of the 
Supreme Court. Justice Aharon 
Barak stressed the difficulties in de- 
ciding adoption cases in which the 
maintaining or severing of the rela- 
tionship between a child and its 
Parents was decided irrevocably. 
and the test applied. “the best in- 
terests of the child“ was compli- 
cated, embracing many more ele- 
ments that are unknown rather than 
known, 

The respondent. an unmarried 
student of 23, became pregnant after 
relations with a married man of 43, 
the father of six. She had resolved 
while pregnant to give the child for 
adoption. for she wished to termin- 
ate her relationship with her lover. a 
member of an ultra-Orthodox sect 
(Haredim). who demanded that the 
child receive a Aaredi education. 
Moreover, her parents. members of 
the same sect, pressed her to take 
this step, and she realized the objec- 
tive difficulties of a young woman in 
her position. without the support of 
a husband or other person in bring- 
ing up a child. 

Thus she left the hospital without 
her child the day after he was born, 
leaving a farewell letter for him in 
which she explained the difficulties 
with which she was faced, and that it 
was for his awn good that she had 
decided as she did. The child was 
then handed over to an adoptive 
family, who were bringing him up as 
an only child with devotion and 
love. 


The respondent thereafter 
changed her mind, as the District 
Court found, genuinely and honest- 
ly. This change was induced partly 
by a change in the feelings of her 
parents, who were now prepared to 
assist her in raising the child. She was 
about to complete her studies, had 
secured part-time employment, and 
had leased a two-roomed apartment 
in which she wished to live with her 
son. . 

She was now able to make-her own 
way with her own resources. The 
identity of the child’s father was not 
known to the court, and there was 
little fear of any interference on his 
part. A further fact to be considered, 
which had only been disclosed after 
the District Court had given judge- 
ment, but which the parties had 
agreed to bring before the court, was 
that the child was deaf. The respon- 
dent had contracted measles in her 
second month of pregnancy, which 
she had not mentioned to anyone. 
resulting in the child's deafness and 
the possibility of heart disease and 
mental retardation in the future. 
This fact. however, had not 
weakened the respondent's desire to 
segain her child, nor the wish and 
readiness of the adoptive family to 
retain him. 


THE PRESENT CASE, Justice 
Barak continued. was governed by 
section 1 of the Adoption of Chil- 
dren Law of 1981 which provides 
that “On the application of a parent. 
the court may invalidate his consent 
(to adoption) given before the birth 
of the adoptee or obtained by im- 
proper means. and it may, for special 
reasons which shall be recarded, 
permit ἃ parent ta withdraw his 
consent so long its the (final) adap- 
tion order has not been made. 

This section gives no indication of 
what the “special reasons” are, but 
section {0} of the Adoption of Chil- 
dren Law provides that "An adop- 
tion order and any other decision 
under this Law, shall be made if the 
court is satisfied that they are in the 
best interests of the adoptee." But 
the question is what are the “best 
interests of the adoptee"’? And there 
is also the question of the rela- 
tionship between the interests of the 
child and those of its natural parents. 

The starting point must be that the 
natural family is the basic unit of 
society. Parents alsa have rights, and

Consent and

not only obligations. The parents 
have the right to fulfil their obliga- 
tions towards their children. Their 
emotional bond with their children is 
one of their most treasured posses- 
sions. and it is fully recognized by 
law, : 


The state is not entitled to take 
children away from their parents 
only because “the best interests of 
the children” so demand. Even 


- “bad” parents are entitled to rear 


their children. and the tendency 
must be to preserve the unity of the 
family. In order to justify disrupting 
the autonomy and privacy of the 
family unit and removing a child 
from its natural parents, some spe- 
cial and exceptional ground must be 
shown. The welfare of the child 
alone is not sufficient. It is for this 
reason that many child victims of the 
Holocaust were reunited with their 
parents who refused to give them for 
adoption. Where. however, some 
other legal ground for so doing does 
exist, the welfare of the child be- 
comes the central element in deciding 
where the child should be placed. | 


. The legal grounds for removing a ἡ 


child from its parents are found in 
many laws such as the Youth (Care 
and Supervision) Law of 1960, the 
Legal Capacity and Guardianship 
Law of 1962, and also the Adoption 
of Children Law, Under section 13 
of that Law the court may declare a 
child adoptable on the application of 
the Attorney-General on various 
grounds such as. for example. that 
the parents have abandoned the 
child. A special ground for interven- 
tion by the authorities is where pa- 
rents have consented to the adop- 
‘tion. 

Such consent in itself does not 
abolish the rights of the natural pa- 
rents toward their child. which ter- 
minate only with the making of the 
final order of adoption. However, 
such consent affects the order of 
priorities of the various elements 
involved, for once it is given, the 
principal factor to be considered by 
the court is the welfare of the child, 
the rights of the parents now taking 
second place. 

In considering, therefore. 
whether ‘to permit a parent to: with~’ 
draw his or her consent, the court riisst’ 
Consider; firstly, the interests of the child, 


and then the interests of the natural 


parents. It must also weigh the interests 
of the adoptive parents, though the 
rights of the natural parents will be 
preferred, provided there is no dif- 
ference as far as the welfare of the child 
is concemed. 


“The best interests of the child” 
should be weighed on the basis of the 
facts of each particular case. Justice 
Barak said, and not on the basis of 
generalities. The court must judge 
what will be best for the child - its 
return to its parents if leave is given 
to withdraw the consent to adoption, 
or its remaining with the adoptive 
family. The choice is hard, based as 
itis on predictions as to future events. 
about which little can be known at 
the time. Thus. the authority 
Mnookin has said that: “The deter- 
mination of what is ‘best’ or ‘least’ 
detrimental for a particular child is 
usually indeterminate and specula- 
tive. For most custody cases, existing 
psychological theories simply do not 
yield confident predictions of the 
effects of alternative custody dis- 
positions. Moreover, even if accu- 
rate predictions were possible in 
Tost cases. our society today lacks 
any clear-cut consensus about the 
values to be used in determining 
what is ‘best’ or ‘least detrimental.” “ 


HOW CAN one gauge the dam- 
age to the child if he is to be removed 
from his adoptive parents, and what 
will be the damage in severing his 
links with his mother, and his grow- 
ing up as an adoptee? There are 
those who hold that these are not 
really legal questions to be decided 
by judges, but until guidelines are 
laid down by the legislature itself, 
the court has no option but to weigh 
the alternatives by what it regards as 
the most appropriate considerations 
under the Adoption Law. Some au-

thorities believe that, “in the long 
run, the child's chances will be better 
if the law is less pretentious and 
ambitious in its aim, that is, if it 
confines itself to the avoidance of 
harm and acts in account with a few, 
even if modest, generally applicable 
short-term predictions." ᾿ 
Justice Barak did not accept this 
opinion, for an adoption order 
affects the child for the rest of his or 


her life. although the weight to be « 


attached to short-term predictions is 
naturally greater than that relating 
to the remote future. The welfare of 
the child embraces not only his mat- 
erial but also his emotional well- 
being, and the situation must be 
judged taking into account both 
these elements jointly. 
It must be presumed that a child is 
better off with his natural parents 
than with strangers, Justice Barak 
continued. On the other hand, an 
important factor in a child's life is. 
continuity. and it has been said that: 
“Empirical resarch by child develop- 
ment specialists indicates that re- 
vocation of consent after a child has 
been placed with adoptive parents is 
rarely in the child's best interests. ff 
an infant or young child is uprooted 
from adoptive parents with whom he 
or she has formed a parental attach- 
ment and is returned to 8 biological 
parent whom the child now regards 
as a stranger, permanent psycholo- 
gical damage may result.” =~ 
Moreover, the longer the child is 
with his adoptive parents, the grea- 
ter the damage if he is taken from 
them. What is a short period of time 
for an adult may seem to ἃ young 
child like eternity. , 
Another point to be considered is 
that it is preferable to act on the basis 
of certainty than on assumption. 
Thus if the removal of the child from 
his adoptive parents will certainly 
cause him damage, while the benefit 
he will derive from being returned to 
his natural parents is only specula- 
tive, he should remain whére he is. 
Justice Barak then reviewed several

This will- 
ingness would be seriously impaired 
if the natural parents would be per- 
mitted to withdraw their consent 
whenever they pleased. 


It was true that adoptive parents 
have no legal rights until a final 
adoption order is made, but account 
must be taken of the enormous emo- 
tional damage ‘they would suffer if 
the child is taken from them. The 
desire of parents to withdraw their " 
consent is in itself certainly not a" 
“special reason,” What is required is 
a change of circumstances, such as 
the marriage of the parents if the . 
mother was unmarried. or a change 
vin their economic situation, or in the 
attitude of their parents. It must be a 
serious and meaningful change. re- 
lating to the facts of each particular 
case. 

Justice Barak then analysed the | 
facts of the present case as before the 
‘District Court, and concluded that 
the best interests of the child demand- 
ed that he remain with his adoptive 
parents. The damage he would suf- 
fer if removed from them was se- 
rious, clear. and immediate. and 
Would also last inte the future. 

As against this. the advantages he 
would gain from beiag returned to 
his mother were dubious. for there 
was serious doubt whether. because 
of her own lack of maturity and the 
problems she wouid face, she would 
be able to bring him up adequately.

A MAJOR storm has blown up in 
the American Jewish community 
Over the visit to this country of the 
Tabbi of Moscow's main 
Synagogue. 

Dov Aharoni Fisch, director of 
Herut-America, last week accused 
Rabbi Arthur Schneier, the chair- 
man of the World Jewish Congress- 
American Section of “ “outrageous 
and criminal behaviour.” for inviting 
Moscow's chief rabbi, Adolf 
Shayevich, to the WJC and for refus- 
ing (o allow him to be asked ques- 
tions that Schneier considered too 
Provocative. 

The Anti-Defamation League’ of 
B'naj Brith (ADL) released ἃ State- 
ment on the visit, which said: “Sad- 
ly, Rabbi Shayevich is not free to 
speak either for the Russian Jewish 
community or even for himself.” 


Shayevich, spiritual leader of 
Moscow's Choral Synagogue, was in 
New York with 20 other visiting 
prelates and religious dignitaries 
from the Soviet Union on a three- 
week tour of the U.S. sponsored by 
the National Council of Churches. 

Schneier, an Orthodox rabbi in 
Manhattan, and president of the 
Appeal for Conscience Foundation, 
an interfaith group which promotes 
contacts with religious leaders be- 
hind the iron curtain, has made 
numerous trips to the Soviet Union 
and East European countries. 


AT AROUND 7.07 a.m., as many 
people know, Alex Ansky’s 707 on 
the Army Channel provides an easy- 
to-take rundown of the moming 
papers. In direct competition with 
the Second Channel's Morning News 
Magazine, Ansky provides some 
soothing extra dimensions, with no 
real loss of coverage of the latest 
front-page developments. There is 
the comforting presence of his yoice 
as it roams the world with an occa- 
sional chuckle but, so far as I can 
Notice, practically never a vocal 
Sneer, no matter how preposterous 
the world gets. 

I don't know how he manages this 
daily cheerfulness and I don’t know 
when he gets up to begin to prepare 
for the programme. But for sheer 
morning jauntiness 1 think this per- 
formance beats the average marital 
breakfast-table - assuming spouses 
do sit down together before the start 
of the morning round. 

The advantages over the regular 
News magazine are several. First, 
the cheerfulness, as contrasted with 
, the stern voice of even-handedness. 
‘Then, you don’t really hear the 

news, much less see it, so you are 
Spared the nuances of this or that 
Nervous minister, and the complete 
description of the crime from the 
police reporter You. -get a pleasant- 
ly. processed selection, and an over- 
all glance at more morning -papers 
than anyone could ever read. There 
are no ads — this is the army -- and 
the musical interludes are less intru- 
sive than elsewhere. 

Ansky's eye is always caught by * 
the little off-beat “featurettes (and 
who wouldn't be after a daily diet of 
hard news?). These are, anyway,

“and tell each other during the rest of 
the day (“Did you hear about that 
102-year-old woman in P; y 
who married a 6-year-old boy?").

THE STORM that blew up last week 
began at a luncheon of the Appeal 
for Conscience Foundation hosted 
by Schneier. 

In response to a question from the 
London Jewish Chronicle reporter, 
Shayevich said that the recent Soli- 
darity Sunday march for Soviet Jew- 
Ty was “an anti-Soviet event, and not 
ἃ pro-Jewish one.” He added, "This 
event will have no effect whatsoever 


on the Soviet government, or the ' 


situation of Jews in the Soviet Union.” 
Shayevich also said that the 
Soviet government “puts no barriers 
whatsoever” in the way of Jewish 
religious observance., 

After leaving the luncheon, 
Shayevich and Schneier went to the 
closed-doors meeting of the WJC- 
American Section, where Shayevich 
made a 20-minute speech on the 
condition of Soviet Jewry. 


According to sources at the meet- 


mail, they make a point of saying 
“Hello, is everything all right?” 
when they drop the bills at the 
homes of elderly people living 
alone, who may be in trouble un- 
known to anyone. This is a wonder- 
ful idea and ali post offices might 
learn from Holon. 

But still: I don’t want to be 
difficult, but the degree to which we 
are cheered by such an item raises a 
Jarge question about our view of 
human nature. Journalists are al- 
Ways being told to hunt for the good 
and not always for the bad, as 
though the latter were not the easier 
job. But if we consider “bad news” 
as newsworthy, we are assuming 
that the world is really a fine place 
and this or that development only 
an aberration worthy of note; while 
if we throw up our hats and sing 
songs of joy at some piece of “good 
news, we assume that people are 
pigs, and that any digression from 
expected piggish behaviour de- 
serves a box on the front page. 


ANOTHER LITTLE item that 
same day gave us a non-news piece 
of medical research: fat men, some- 
body somewhere proved, are more 
prone to heart attacks than other. 
Or was it strokes? And as Ansky. 
pointed out, the Israeli paunch ‘is. 
really something. And our private 
inteinal television screens featired 
the last picture we saw on the 
beach. 

Then there was the announce- 
ment about the new “Creative 
Arts” school opening in Tel Aviv, 
to teach drama, music, sculpture, 
painting and creative writing. A sort 
of Fame high school? Not at all: Tel 
Aviv does things more basically and 
will start at first grade, Ansky kept 
his usual cool on this one, though he 
was bemused enough to repeat it a 
day later, and did permit himself to 
say, “Well, so if you have a little 
Picasso in the house...” On the 
second occasion, noting that free 
transportation will be provided to 
the central Tel Aviv location, he

The rise in dollar interest rates, 
the escalation of fighting in the Gulf 
War and the near-collapse of the 
Continental Illinois Bank in the U.S. 
were just same of the factors that 
eroduced unusual turbulence on the 
foreign exchange mackets in the last 
maunth, 

The cross-currents produced by 
these and other conflicting influ- 
ences pushed the major intermnation- 
al trading currencies in different 
directions from day to day, but the 
major feature of recent weeks has 
been the strengthening of the U.S. 
dollar against all the other curren- 
cies. 

. This strength reflects the fun- 

_ damental economic factors that are 
pushing up’ the dollar: Higher in- 

wrest rates. which attract foreign 
depositors, strong economic growth 
rates. relatively low inflation and an 
energy economy hardly reliant on 

. imports from the warring countries 
in the Persian Guif. 

The future direction of U.S. in- 
terest rates provoked disagreement 
amongst analysts but it was the pes- 
simists. who were proven right in 
their predictions of rising short and 


long-term rates. as the strong eco- 
nomy in the U.S. gave rise ta sharply 
increased borrowing requirements 
on the part of corporations. This 
while the government continued 
with its huge borrowing programme 
to cover the massive Federal deficit. 
The “guru” of the American capital 
markets, Salomon Brothers’ chief 
economist Henry Kaufman, is pre- 
dicting that rates will continue to 
rise, with Federal Funds reaching 12 
percentin late 1984. and the yield on 
30-year government bonds rising to 
15 per cent. 

The state of the economy is also 
far from clear to American econom- 
ists. The plethora of economic statis- 
tics released by the government 
paint a confused picture. as some 
figures show the economy growing 
strongly. while others suggest it is 
beginning to cool off. Against this 
background, the Federal Reserve is 
continuing with a policy of fairly 
tight money to guard against the 
possibility of a resurgence in infla- 
tion -- despite the political difficulties 
inherent in such a course in un elec- 
tion year. 

It is precisely this mix of high 
interest rates. low inflation and ἃ

HAIFA. - Zim general manager 
Yehuda Rotem has asked the Israel

The Zim spokesman told repor- 
ters yesterday that Rotem had 
wanted to retire two years ago, but 
had acceded to a request by the 
Israel Corporation not to leave the 
company at that particular time.

In such an eventuality, it is com- 
monly believed, the U.S. economy 
would be least badly affected by a 
consequent collapse of international 
trade, as it is the nearest to self- 
sufficiency. A “flight to quality” in 
the wake of a run on the banks would 
therefore tend to draw money into 
dollars and weaken non-dollar: cur- 
Tencies. 

What can we expect in the coming 
weeks? 

Harvey Schneider. senior finan- 
cial consultant at Shearson Clal In- 
vestment House. the biggest private 
commodity and securities trading 
firm in Israel. ‘believes that the dollar 
will weaken in the short-term. While 
pessimistic as to the outcome of the 
major crisis in confidence he sees 
developing in the banking system, 
Schneider predicts that the Adminis- 
tration and the Federal Reserve will 
move to ease monetary conditions in 
the U.S. and push interest rates 
down, This course will be dictated as 
much by fear of the international 
repercussions of higher interest rates 
on the debtor countries as by domes- 
tic considerations in the run-up to 
the November elections. 

‘The main beneficiaries of a weak~_ 
er dollar. in Schneider's opinion, will 
be the Deutcshe mark and the Swiss 
franc, with the yen rising against the 
dollar but falling in relation to these 
European currencies. The weakest 
of the main currencies will remain 
the French franc and the British 
sterling. with the latter falling irregu- 
larly aver time to a possible down- 
side target, at this stage, of $1.25/2.

TEL AVIV. - The country’s 100 
leading industrial enterprises saw 
their total sales fall sharply in 1983. 
but their exports grew considerably, 
according to David Bondi. general 
manager of Dun & Bradstreet 
(Israel), which yesterday published 
its annual listing of Israel's “Leading 
100 Industrial Enterprises.” Much of 
the information was gathered and 
collated by Caro] Weinstock, the 
firm’s director of marketing. 

Bondi noted that total sales fell by 
19.2 per cent in 1983, to stand at 
18461,614 million. This is a growth in 
nominal terms of only 154 per cent, 
while the cost-of-living index rose 
last year by 190.7 per cent. Total 
sales of these same 100 companies in 
1982 also fell, but by only 10 per eent 
campared to 981. 

As for exports, the increase was 9 
per cent, to $2.34 billion (compared 
to ἃ one per cent drop in 1982). 
Exports constituted 35.6 per cent of 
the total sales of these companies in 
1983. compared to only 31.8 per cent 
in 1982. 

Bondi noted that “calculating loc- 
al production in shekels was in many 
ways unsatisfactory duc to inflation.” 
Next year Dun & Bradstreet plans to 
give all its figures in dollars. 

The fastest-growing export branch 
was electric and electronic goods, 
whose exports grew by 24 percent to 
stand at $537m. Chemicals con- 
tinued to be the largest branch, tot- 
alling $777m., ἃ 4 per cent growth 
over 1982.

THE ARMY cannot freeze all ucts 
of violence in and around every one 
of over a hundred vulnerable mini- 
settlements. spread from north to 
south.

Defenders of the Jewish 
underground retort that killing “out 
of love of Zion” is not murder. 


WHERE DOES the one end and the 
other begin? Humanity has tried to 
make that distinction. which is 
embodied in a corpus of internation- 
al law. Killing must be done by 
soldiers in a war declared by a gov- 
ernment, and hostilities must be con- 
fined to military targets. ᾿ 
{τ is an imprecise definition (is it 
legitimate to bomb a civilian neigh- 
bourhood which contains a gun em- 
placement’). The fine is hard to 
draw -- but it must be drawn, to 
divide civilization from barbarism. 
Israel refuses to negotiate with the 
PLO because the PLO is a terrorist 
Organization.

Ma‘alot, destroyed ἃ bus and passen- 
gers on the coastal road; and all 
Israel shuddered at the horror of 
these attacks. If Jews do the same. 
does assassination cease to be 
hideous: does it suddenly become 
virtuous? 

Professor Yuval Ne‘eman is 
against blowing up innocent civilians 
but justifies the mauling of the pro- 
PLO mayors because it brought an 
abatement of Arab terrorism. 

If he is right. then why are Jewish 
extremists resorting to counter- 
terrorism at this moment? Israel 
Eldad considers that the members of 
the underground do “what they are 
supposed to do.” Why so, if the 
assault on the mayors has taken the 
edge off anti-Jewish violence on the 
West Bank? 

The answer is that murder salves 
no problems. When you start 
murdering. you have to go on. 

The army realizes that, it knows 
the limit of its capacities. It can keep 
the peace in the territories. but it 


. can’t ensure that not a single one of 


30.000 Jewish settlers, surrounded 
by three-quasters-of-a-million seeth- 
ing Arabs, will ever be hit by a stone 
or stop a bullet. : 


THERE ARE only two ways of 
achieving that kind of 100 per cent 
security: to outnumber the Arabs, or 
not to settle in those areas in the first 
place. it is possible to outnumber the 
Arabs in the defence zones, as out- 
lined in the Affon plan. That is not 
difficult: practically no Arabs live 
there. 


It is impossible to outnumber the . 


Arabs in the densely-populated re- 
gions, which is why the Sharon plan 
of Judaizing all the West Bank and 
Gaza is a non-starter. All it leads to 
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in the end is Jewish counter- 
terrorism, in a desperate, bid to 
achieve through the commission of 
wild atrocities what cannot be 
achieved by any other means. 

The policy of the Jewish under- 
_ground is evil, it has ne merit, its 
-Fesults are al] negative. It perpetu- 
ates and aggravates Israel's isola- 
tion. Peace can be achieved only if 
Arab hostility diminishes. Indis- 
eriminate homicide by the Jewish 
underground fans hatred and ex- 
.acerbates hostility. Brutality and 
violence widen the gap between the 
two communities. Moderate Arabs 
are driven into the arms of the PLO. 

Nor will this kind οὗ bloody force 
spark an Arab exodus from the terri- 
tories. Anybody who imagines that 
3.5m. Jewish Israelis, standing alone 
against the entire world. including 
the Americans, have the ability 
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(even if they have the desire) to 
empty the terrilories of the existing 
Arab populations, lives in cloud- 
cuckoo land. 

Then there is the effect of this 
hate-ridden sloganeering on the 
younger generation and on the level 
of civilization ia Our country. Zion- 
ism was based in its origins on 
humanist and universalist ideals. 
The new Jewish underground has 
converted it into a dark and primi- 
tive creed, totally divorced from its 
Judaic antecedants. 

Camage of civilians by civilians 
cannot be rationalized. Out of evil 
no good can spring. Murder is mur- 


der. Anyone killing in this way for, 


his country loves killing more. 
than he loves his country. More also 
than he loves his own Jewish faith.

PRESIDENT RONALD 
Reagan's administration is 
cautiously seeking to keep the Per- 
sian Gulf war between Iran and Iraq 
from taking dangerous new turns 
that might threaten Western oil sup- 
plies or increase Soviet or Iranian 
influence in the region. 

“So far, so good.” says analyst 
“William Quandt, a Middle East ex- 
pert who served on president Jimmy 
Carter's National Security Council. 
“We haven't panicked.” 

Reagan has all but ruled out send- 
ing American forces into the con- 
flict. 

He made clear in his fetter fast 
week to King Fahd of Saudi Arabia 
that diplomacy is the course prefer- 
ted by the United States. with collec- 
tive action by the Saudis and their 
Gulf partners a wiser option than 
using American force. 

Aboard the carrier Kitty Hawk is 
enough U.S. air power to destroy the 
Iranian Air Force, thereby probably 
preventing the all-out ground assault 
many experts predict Iran wifi 
launch once the roads near Basra, a 
key Iraqi city, dry out. 

{aveiing the air force would set 
back Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini

REAGAN HAS adopted a policy of 
restraint. even while tilting slightly 
in trag’s direction and letting the 
Saudis know U.S. power is available 
as a last resort to keep the shipping 
lanes open. 

At the same time, Reagan has 
warmed since October - without 
being explicit - that he would not 
stand idly by and see the Strait of 
Hormuz closed to shipping. 

The United States wants to help 
the Saudis offset any ambitions 
Khomeini may have to dominate the 
tegion. and it hopes to keep Saudi oil 
flowing. The kingdom produces 4.8 


million barrels of the 10.9 million a 
day that originate in the Gulf. 

The administration is preparing to 
equip the Saudis with Stinger anti- 
aircraft missiles to defend Saudi oil 
shipping. And it has tried to discour- 
age Lran’s arms suppliers from sel]- 
ing weapons to Teheran. 

But Quandt. now a scholar with 
the Brookings Institution, thinks the 
Saudis might resort to asking for 
more U.S. air defence or even com- 
bat patrols. And he feels the admi- 
nistration “ought to be trying to find 
ways to persuade the Iraqis to call off 
the tanker war.” 

Iraq. which invaded Iran in 
September 1980 in a dispute over the 
Shatt-al-Arab waterway, -had 
marked off a war zone in the north- 
em gulf that includes Kharg Island 
and other Iranian ports. 

Iraq is trying to cut off the flow of 
vil from Iran and, according to Hun- 


ter, who is now with the Centre for 
Strategic and International Studies 
at Georgetown University, “to inter- 
nationalize the conflict in order to 
draw us in.” . 

Jran has adopted more cautious 
tactics against shipping in the Gulf. 
while depending on vastly superior 
manpower to wear down [raq's 
morale. 

Hunter thinks the administration 
is “putting all of our eggs in the Arab 
basket and blaming Iran and not 
Trag.” τς 
“What we should be doing is lean- 
ing on the Arabs to try to get [raq to 
stop.” he says. ς 

Still, despite attacks by the two 
sides on more than 60 tankers and 
great leaps in insurance rates, oil is 
moving through the Persian Gulf. - 

A total cut-off in Gulf oi] would be 
devastating to the economies of the 
West and Japan. The United States 


counts on the Guif for only 3 per cent 
of its oi! needs, while Western 
Europe draws about 30 per cent of its 
oil from the region, and Japan. a 
critical 55 per cent. ὃς 
But a squeeze would impel the 
Europeans and Japanese to turn to 
Mexico. Venezuela and Nigeria, 
driving up the price of oil for the’ 
United States and the rest of the 
world. The current internationut sur- 
plus would quickly disappear. 
Jimmy Carter first staked out the 
Gulf as strategically vital to the Un-- 


ited States in January 1980 out οἵ“ 


fear that the Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan presented a threat to- 
ward Guif oil supplies. 

“An attempt by any outside force 
to gain control of the Persian Gulf 
region will be regarded as an assault 
on the vital interests of the United 
States,” he said. eh 

Carter went on to say that “such 
an assault will be repelled by use of 
any means necessary. including 
military force,” but the Soviets have 
kept their distance and have gained 
little influence with Iran. The 
Khomeini regime is as wary of Mos- 
cow as it is of Washington.
